Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  the  regrettable  and  prolonged  illness  and  subsequent 
demise  of  Dr.  H.  Kenney  I  have  to  submit  to  you  his  Twenty-second 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough, 
and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1925. 

Dr.  Kenney  was  able  to  revise  the  whole  of  this  Report  before  it 
was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Printers,  and  was  therefore  in  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  remarks  I  have  made. 

The  birth-rate  is  a  low  figure  for  Sunderland,  though  high  so  fat 
as  England  and  Wales  generally  and  surrounding1  towns  are  concerned. 

The  death-rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year,  and  higher  than 
the  average  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  surrounding*  districts. 
Epidemics  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  and  complications  amongst 
children,  and  an  increase  in  Tuberculosis,  are  the  chief  contributory 
causes,  whilst  bad  housing  and  overcrowding  also  played  their1  part. 
We  can  hope  for  little  improvement  until  housing  conditions  become 
much  better.  Slight  increases  in  the  death-rate  are  noted  in  the 
congested  areas,  and  in  the  circumstances  this  is  to  be  expected. 

Infantile  Mortality  reaches  the  highest  point  since  1919,  and  this 
is  due  chiefly  to  the  presence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
epidemics,  the  complicated  cases  of  which  have  little  chance  of  ade¬ 
quate  nursing  at  home  in  overcrowded  and  overheated  rooms.  Pre- 
maturity  and  Bronchitis  also  caused  an  increased  death-rate ;  but  for 
these  factors  a  further  decline  would  have  been  recorded.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  has;  an  area,  of  3,357  acres, 
excluding;  river,  sea-basins;,  ©to. 

Its  POPULATION  at  the  Census  of  1921  was;  161,100,  and  the 
POPULATION  AT  THE  MIDDLE  OF  1925,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  is  166,000.  The;  estimates;  of  population  as  at  30th 
June;,  1925,  the  Registrar- General  states;,  have  been  based  on  the 
adjusted  1921  figures,  after  allowance  for  the  varying  rate;  of  natural 
increase  asi  evidenced  by  the;  births  and  deaths;  in  each  area  and  of 
migration,  as  indicated  from  other  sources  of  information  such  as  the 
changes  in  the  numbers  on  the;  Electoral  Register  and  the  migration 

returns  obtained  by  the  Board  of'  Trade.

Physical  Features. — The  whole  of  Sunderland  is;  built  either  on 
impervious  clay  and  magnesian  limestone  or  on  pervious  beds  •such  as 
gravel,  sand,  ballast,  or  “  made  ground”  resting  on  clay. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  (1921)  was  24,892,  and  the 
number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers,  according  to  the  1921  Census, 
was  35,638. 

The  Borough,  District  and  Poor  Rates  were  consolidated  during 
the  year,  under  the  Sunderland  Corporation  Act,  1924.  The  Rateable 
Value  is  £783,423  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £3,000.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES. 

The  following  Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Local  Authority : — 

1.  The  Borough  Sanatorium  for  Infectious  Diseases,  situate 
about  half-a-mile  West  of  the  Borough,  has  accommodation 
for  68  General  Infectious  Diseases  and  -18  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cases. 

2.  Grindon  Hall  Sanatorium,  situate  about  half-a-mile  S.W.  of 
the  Borough  Sanatorium,  has  18  beds  and  5  cots  for  Surgical 
Tuberculosis  only. 

3.  Sunderland  Corporation  Maternity  Home,  situate  within  the 
Borough,  provides  ace o rnmod at io n  for  25  cases. 


The  Council  is  one  of  the  component  authorities  of  the  North-East 
Durham  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board,  which  maintains  Whiteleas 
Hospital,  and  all  Smallpox  cases  occurring  in  the  Borough  are  sent  to 
this  Hospital. 


Other  Hospitals  (Voluntary)  in  the  Borough  for  use  by  the 
inhabitants  are: — The  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Monkwearmouth  and 
Southwick  Hospital,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  the  Durham  County  and 
Sunderland  Eye  Infirmary,  and  Highfield  (Poor  Law)  Hospital.  The 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Monkwearmouth  A  Southwick  Hospital  have 
both  undertaken  big  schemes  of  extension. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate 
Infants  and  Homeless  Children. — There  is  no  such  provision  made  by 
the  Local  Authority. 


Ambulance  Facilities. — The  Council  provide  a  motor  ambulance 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  police  motor  ambulances  are 
maintained  for  accidents  and  non-infectious  cases. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — There  are  now  12  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  four  additional  ones  having  been  opened  since  the 
last  Survey  Report,  viz. : — Lambton  Street  k  Ravens  worth  Street  in 
1923,  St.  Barnabas  in  1924,  and  Dock  Street  in,  September  of  this  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water. — The  water  supply  isi  derived  from  deep  wells  sunk  in 
the  magnesian  limestone,  and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 
The  results  shown  by  chemical  analysis  are  satisfactory.  A  report 
of  the  bacteriological  examinations  will  be  found  under  that  heading*. 
The  presence  of  Bacillus  Coli  in  the  drinking  water  is,  no  doubt,  due 
to  the  deposit  of  manure,  droppings  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  of 
nightsoil  used  by  the  farmers  as  a  land  fertiliser.  The  bacilli,  washed 
out  of  these  deposits  by  the  rainfall,  are  carried  through  the  subsoil 
and  thence  by  cracks  in  the  clay  and  fissures  in  the  limestone  to  the 
wells  sunk  in  these  strata. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  drainage  of  new  houses  has  been 
for  many  years  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  work,  which  is  inspected  by  an  Inspector  of’  Drains  and  Sanitary 
Fittings  who  is  responsible  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  of  the 
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highest  character.  The  sewers  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Borough  Engineer,  and  the  whole  of  this  work  is  carried  out  in  a 
first-class  workmanlike  manner.  The  arrangements  for  the  drainage 
and  sewerage  are  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  The 
sewers  discharge  into  the  River  Wear  and  into  the  sea  on  the  fore¬ 
shore. 


Gloset  Accommodation. — The  abolition  of  the  open  privy-middens 
and  of  the  ash-closets  has  been  steadily  proceeding  year  by  year 
(except  during  the  War)  under  the  Sunderland  Provisional  Order  of 
1900  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  the  following  Table  shows: —

HOUSE  SCAVENGING. 

1.  Removal. — For  the  icollection  of  House  Refuse  the  BorougU 
is  divided  into  4  districts  (dealing  with  the  dry  refuse  removal  on  da" 
work),  and  the  “Wet”  refuse  is  c|ollected  on  night  work.  Eacl 
district  and  the  night  duty  staff  /is/  under  the  supervision  of  a  responj 
sible  Foreman,  and  the  whole  controlled  by  the  Cleansing  Superir 
tendent,  who  acts  under  the  administration  of  the  Borough  Engineer 

On  “dry”  refuse  collection  36  closed-in,  horse-drawn  vans  an

at  present  in  use.  (Capacity  about  23  cwts.) 

On  “wet  ”  refuse  collection  3  specially  made  spring  carts  are  i 
use,  and  covers  provided.  In  addition  3  special  carts  are  emplo}^ 
to  negotiate  very  steep  gradients  on  day  work,  these  being  also  pr< 
vided  with  special  covers. 
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Note. — 6  S.  &  D.  Freighter  Motor  Vans  are  on  order,  with  which 
it  is  proposed  to  substitute  12  horsed  vans  in  outlying  districts. 

The  majority  of  ashbinsi  are  emptied  twice  weekly. 

About  1  /5th  of  total  are  emptied  thrice  weekly. 

The  congested  area  in  East-  End  of  Town  daily. 

Remainder — about  1  /  5th — emptied  weekly. 


Two  types  of  ashbins  are  in  use,  viz. : — a  galvanised  iron  bin 
placed  in  the  back  yard,  and  the  Dr.  Quine  or1  similar  tipping  bin 
fixed  in  the  outside  yard  wall.  The  latter  possesses  the  advantage 
that  it  enables  the  dustmen  to  empty  it  without  having"  to-  gain  access 
to  the  back  premises,  as  is  necessary  in  the  case  of  the  movable  bin. 
The  provision  of  the  fixed  type  for  some  years  past  has  been  com¬ 
pulsory  for  all  new  houses. 


The  privy-ashpits  are  emptied  once  a  week.  With  few  excep¬ 
tions  these  remaining  ashpits:  are  of  the  small  covered-in  kind  com¬ 
monly  known  as  “ash-closets,”  and  are  so  constructed  that  ashes  and 
excreta  are  well  mixed.  The  contents  are  shovelled  direct  into  the 
cart  without  contamination  of  the  street  surface. 


A  free  collection  of  waste  paper  isi  maintained  and  during  the 
year  90,368  sacks  and  also  676  loads  of  waste  paper  were  collected 
and  destroyed  by  burning. 


2.  Disposal. — For  the:  disposal  of  refuse  there  are  three  tipping 
places  situated  at  different  parts  of  the  riverside,  where  the  contents 
of  the  collecting  vans  and  carts  are  shot  into  hopper  barges  and 
conveyed  to  sea  outside  the  three-mile  limit.  As  far  as  possible  we 
dispose  of  night-soil  collections:  to  local  farmers  for  use  as  a  land 
fertiliser. 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. — The  .staff  for  this  work 
consists  of  the  Chief  Inspector  with  six  whole-time  Inspectors  and  one 
part-time,  the  latter  being  also  Housing  Superintendent.  There  are 
five  Inspectors  engaged  upon  special  work,  viz.,  Shops,  Drainage  of 
New  Buildings,  Meat  &  Foods,  and  Milk.  Details  of  their  work  will 
be  found  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Smoke  Abatement. — There  are  very  few  factory  chimneys  from 
which  dense  smoke  is  emitted,  the  principal  chimneys  being  breweries, 
laundries,  public  buildings  or  works,  viz.,  Electricity,  Baths  and  Wash¬ 
houses,  &e.,  Poor  Law  Institution,  and  Infirmary. 

Several  observations  were  taken  respecting  the  issuing  of  black 
smoke,  and  letters  sent  to  the  owners  of  the  works  concerned. 

Complaints  were  received  alleging;  nuisance  from  smoke  issuing 
from  locomotive  engines  of  a,  local  Colliery  Company.  Observations 
were  taken  and  a  letter  of  caution  issued  with  the  result  that  for  a 
time  a  great  improvement  took  place.  It  is  now,  unfortunately,  as 
bad  as  ever,  dense  masses  of  black  smoke  filling  the  surrounding  roads. 

Premises  a.nd  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws 
or,  Regulations. — The  number  of  Offensive  Trades  is  given  on  page 
81.  These'  premises  have  been  visited  systematically  and  they  have 
been  conducted  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner.  No  legal  action  has 
been  found  necessary. 

Regulations  in  respect  of  I  Underground  Rooms  under  Section  18  (1) 

of  the  Housing  Act,  1925. 

There  are  very  few  underground  sleeping  rooms  within  the 
borough.  Several  have  been  closed,  but  owing  to  the  dearth  of  houses 
it  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  put  the  powers  with  which  the 
Coproration  are  invested  into  operation. 

Schools. — The  Public  Elementary  and  other  schools  of  the 
borough  are  inspected  frequently  and  any  sanitary  defects  thereon 
are  at  once  reported  to  the  education  Authority.  With  two  or  three 
exceptions  (non-provided  schools)  the  sanitary  conditions  are  fairly 
satisfactory  and,  as  regards  these  exceptions,  the  Board  have  taken 
action  with  respect  to  these  schools. 
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HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions. — I  have  pointed  out  elsewhere  in 
this  Report  the  many  ways  in  which  the  health  of  the  Borough  has 
been  prejudiced  by  lack  of  housing.  Under  normal  circumstances 
many  of  the  houses  now  in  use,  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town,  would 
have  been  condemned  long  ago.  At  the  present  time,  however,  such 
action  would  but  aggravate  the  shortage.  Streets  of  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation  exist  and  are  inhabited  to  their  utmost  capacity. 
Continual  complaints  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  tenants  live 
reach  this  Department,  and  the  facts  are  further  proved  and  reflected 
in  the  increased  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis;  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  high  death-rate  fiom  this  disease  is  caused  or  aggravated 
by  overcrowding,  poor  ventilation  and  lack  of  sunlight.  I  do  not 
propose  to  specify  cases  but  innumerable  instances  are  known  to  us 
of  families  of  seven  or  more  living  in  one  room,  and  of  five  or  more 
of  such  families  living  in  one  house  with  conveniences  for  one  family 
only.  People  living  under  such  conditions  are  likely  to-  become  a 
burden  on  their  friends  and  fellow  citizens.  The  occupiers  of  these 
overcrowded  and  wretched  dwellings  become  prone  to  diseases  which 
invalid  them,  reduce  their  value  as  citizens  and  predispose  them  to 
more  serious  diseases.  Most  of  these  predisposing  illnesses,  under 
suitable  conditions,  are  preventable.  The  Health  Committee  have 
been  facing  a  great  problem  ;  plans  for  many  houses  have  been  passed 
and  many  are  in  course  of  construction  and  nearing  completion. 
Obstacles  have  been  many  and  great  and  in  the  congested  areas;,  which 
are  now  being  dealt  with,  even  greater  problems  exist.  The  demolition 
of  a  single  house  in  some  parts  of  the  area,  means  the  de-housing  and 
replacing  elsewhere  of  perhaps  four  or  five  families,  whilst  the  site 
thus  acquired  will  perhaps  give  room  under  new  conditions  for  one 
family.  I  am  glad  to  see  the  housing  question  being  tackled  ener¬ 
getically,  the  solution  of  which  will  bring  about  that  improvement 
of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Sunderland  which  we  all  so  much  desire, 
and  the  elimination  of  those  blots  on  our  town  which  we  so  much 
deplore. 


Extent  of  Shortage  of  Houses. — At  the  “Housing  Survey,” 
taken  in  1919,  it  was  estimated  that  4,700  houses  would  be  required 
during  the  period  1919-1922  ;  this  number  included  1,700'  houses  to 
replace  persons  to  be  displaced  by  clearance  of  unhealthy  areas. 
Taking  into  consideration  that  this  estimate  was  a  maximum,  and, 
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'since  that  time  up  to  the  end  of  the  present  year,  618  houses  have 
been  built  and  that  schemes  have  been  approved  by  the  Council  for 
1,094  houses,  many  of  which  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  are 
completed,  I  estimate  that,  a  further  3,000  houses  are  required,  all  of 
a  working  class  type,  to  meet  the  unsatisfied  demand,  taking  into 
account  growth  of  population,  overcrowding,  etc. 

Overcrowding. — 'As  already  stated,  this  still  prevails  to  a  very 
serious  extent,  but  owing  to  shortage  of  houses  it  is  impossible  to 
enforce  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws.  Twenty-four  notices  were 
served  during  the  year  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  respect  to 
overcrowding. 

Fitness  op  Houses. — The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area 
is  good,  with  the  exception  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town  which  have 
been  mapped  out  to  be  dealt  with.  See  under  “  Unhealthy  Areas.” 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  in  unfit  houses  : 
Defective  brickwork,  defective  eaves  and  downspouts,  dampness, 
defective  floors  and  plaster,  fixed  windows,  badly  lighted  and  ventilated 
rooms,  etc. 

There  are  a  certain  number  of  careless  and  destructive  tenants 
who  help  in  a  large  measure  to  bring  about  the  conditions  mentioned 
above.  Lack  of  proper  management  and  supervision  by  .some  owners 
also  help  to  bring  about  these  conditions.  It  is  well  known  that  some 
properties  are  better  managed  and  maintained  than  others  even  though 
of  the  same  essentially  bad  type  of  house. 

The  general  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  will  be  seen,  from  the  tables  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report.  We  have  not  been  able  to  enforce  the  Housing 
Acts  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  alternative  accommodation. 

Unhealthy  Areas. — Representations  were  made  to  the  Council  by 
me  in  respect  of  the  following  areas: — 


No.  1  Area  : — Bounded  on  the  North  by  Higb  Street  East, 
on  the  East  by  Church  Street  East,  on  the  South  by  Coronation 
Street,  and  on  the  West  by  James  William  Street. 
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No.  2  Area. — Bounded  on  the  North  by  High  Street  East, 
on  the  East  by  Maud’s  Open  and  Flag  Lane,  on  the  South  by 
Coronation  Street,  and  on  the  West  by  the  East  side  of  George 
Street  East. 

No.  3  Area: — Bounded  on  the  North  by  Roker  Avenue,  on 
the  East  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Institute  and  St.  Benet’s 
Church,  on  the  South  by  The  Causeway  and  Thomas  Street 
North,  and  on  the  West  by  the  Wheat  Sheaf  Inn. 

The  Committee,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  are  going  ahead  with  the 
necessary  preliminaries  with  regard  to  Nos.  2  and  3  areas.  In  No.  2 
area  it  is  proposed  to  pull  down  all  the  existing  property,  except  St. 
Patrick’s  School,  and  to  erect  238  houses  in  flats.  In  No.  3  area, 
most  of  the  property  will  be  pulled  down  and  rebuilt.  No  new  streets 
will  be  formed,  asi  in  the  case  of  No.  2  area,  but  all  back-to-back  houses 
will  be  abolished  and  84  houses  erected  in  flats.  No.  1  (the  Old 
Market)  area  is  not  being  proceeded  with  at  present.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — Approximately  15,000.  gallons  of  milk  are  brought 
into  the  Borough  weekly  by  rail,  11,000  gallons  by  road  from  local 
farmers  outside  the  Biorough,  and  2,000  gallons  produced  within  the 
Borough — making1  a  total  weekly  supply  of  28,000'  gallons. 

During  the  year  121  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  105  or  86'8%  being  certified  as  genuine 
and  16  orl3'2%  beingi  certified  asi  n  on-genuine.  Ten  samples  of  milk 
were  also  examined  for  the  presence  of  dirt  and  all  were  certified  as 
clean  milks;  so  that  on  the  vdiole  the  quality  and  cleanliness  of  the 
milk  vrere  satisfactory,  although  there  still  remains  much  to  be  desired 
tovrards  the  attainment  of  a  really  clean  milk  supply. 


The  arrangements  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  milk 
within  the  Borough  are  adequate. 
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The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  regularly  inspected  and, 
with  one  exception,  these  premises  were,  found  to  be  fairly  well 
maintained  as  to  cleanliness  of  the  byres  and  dairies.  The  Cowkeepers, 
however,  do  not  appear  to  appreciate  how  necessary  it  is  for  their 
milkers  to  observe  more  care  in  the  handling  of  the  milk,  grooming 
of  the  cows,  close  clipping  of  the  flanks  and  long  hairs  from  the  udders, 
and  washing  of  the  udders  with  clean  water  before  milking.  It  is 
the  method  of  milking  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  utensils 
which  have,  undoubtedly,  far  more  to  do  with  the  cleanliness  of  the 
milk  than  the  structural  conditions  of  the  cowsheds. 

The  Milk  Retailers  have  been  subject  to  strict  inspection  as.  to 
the  storage  and  use  of  utensils,  both  on  their  registered  premises  and 
whilst  vending  on  the  streets.  In  several  instances  it  was  found 
necessary  to  administer  cautions  respecting  dirty  vehicles  or  utensils. 

Respecting  the  number  of  retail  milk  sellers.  The  majority  of 
these  premises  were  registered  prior  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act*  1922, 
and  some  do  not  conform  to  the  standard  now  required  for  a  milk 
business.  The  conditions  drawn  up  by  the  Health  Committee  to  be 
observed  in  granting  registration  will  prove  exceedingly  useful  in 
having  undesirable  premises  removed  from  the  Register. 

Rules  and  Conditions  with  respect  to  the  Storage  and  Sale  of  Milk, 

MADE  BY  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE  AT  A  SPECIAL  MEETING  HELD  ON 

the  15th  October,  1 9  25  : — 

(1)  Premises  to  be  licensed  must  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  I 
must  be  entirely  separate  from  any  living  room  or  sleeping  room, 
and  in  good  sanitary  condition  in  every  respect. 

(2)  Milk  containers  must  be  of  non-absorbent  material,  such  as  glazed 
earthenware  or  enamelled  iron,  and  be  provided  with  close-fitting, 
covers  of  similar  material. 

(3)  Milk  vessels  must  be  kept  upon  a  counter  or  shelf,  preferably  in 
a  well-ventilated  cupboard. 

(4)  Facilities  for  the  satisfactory  cleansing  of  the  milk  vessels  must 
be  provided  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(5)  All  open  jars  or  other  like  vessels  used  for  the  sale  of  jams,  syrups 
pickles  or  other  similar  articles  shall  be  provided  with  tight-fitting 
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covers  which  must  be  kept  in  position,  except  when  removed  for 
the  purpose  of  serving  customers. 

(6)  Bacon  and  other  cooked  meats  sold  on  the  premises  must  be  kept 
in  fly-proof  receptacles. 

(7)  The  following  articles  must  not  be  sold  or  stored  in  the  shop,  viz. : 

Clothing,  Drapery,  Haberdashery,  Newspapers,  Tobacco, 
Rubbing  and  Cleaning  Stones,  Firewood,  Vegetables,  Fruit 
(excluding  Tinned  and  Bottled  Vegetables  and  Fruit),  Fish, 
Uncooked  Meat,  Open  Drugs,  Paraffin  and  other  oils, 
nor  any  other1  Articles  which  in  distribution  or  storage  are  liable 
to  disseminate  dust  or  effluvium  calculated  to  undesirably  affect 
milk. 


(8)  No  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  any  part  of  the  respira¬ 
tory  tract,  or  any  other  active  form  of  Tuberculosis,  shall  enter 
upon  any  employment  or  occupation  in  connection  with  a  milk 
shop  which  would  involve  the  selling  of  milk  or  the  handling  of 
vessels  used  for  containing  milk,  or  in  any  other  way  be  liable  to 
cause  the  milk  to  become  infected  with  Tuberculosis. 

(9)  Every  applicant  for  registration  must  give  a  signed  undertaking 
to  comply  with  the  above  Rules  and.  Conditions  whilst  holding  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  a  milk  trader. 

The  vessels  conveying  rail-borne  milk  are  regularly  inspected  at 
the  railway  stations,  and  any  found  defective,  i.e.,  with  loose  or  ill- 
fitting  lids,  rusty,  etc.,  the  owner  of  such  is  communicated  with  and 
requested  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  churn  until  it  is  put  into  good 
and  suitable  condition.  Similarly,  all  empty  churns  returned  to  the 
stations,  if  found  not  properly  cleansed,  have  to  be  taken  away  and 
properly  cleansed  before  being  allowed  to  be  returned  to  the  farms. 


ACTION  TAKEN  UNDER  SECTION  33  OF  THE  SUNDERLAND 
CORPORATION  ACT,  1907,  PART  V.,  MILK  SUPPLY 

(TUBERCULOSIS). 

Five  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  Milk  Inspector  in  the  Borough 
were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  on  examination  by  the 
Bacteriologist : — 
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1.  Thisi  sample  was  from  a  farm  just  outside  the  Borough.  Mr. 
Dudgeon,  M.R.C.V.S.,  examined  the  udders  of  21  cows  and  found  two 
which  were  in  his  opinion  suspicious  of  being  affected  with  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  farmer  gave  an  undertaking  in  writing  not  to  send  milk 
into  the  Borough  from  these  two  cows. 

2.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  Mr.  Jack,  M.R.C.V.S., 
examined  the  udders  of  14  cows  and  found  one  which  he  suspected 
to  be  tubercular.  A  signed  undertaking  was  received  from  the 
farmer  that  he  would  not  send  milk  into  the  Borough  from  this  cow. 

3.  From  a  farm  within  the  Borough.  Mr.  Jack  examined  19  cows 
and  found  three  which  showed  induration  of  the  udder.  These  three 
cows  were  isolated  and  a  notice  applying  restrictions  in  regard  to 
their  milk  imposed  by  Art.  10'  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925  was 
served  on  the  owner.  One  cow  was  slaughtered  and  45/-  compensa¬ 
tion  was  paid  but  the  other  two  cows  were  not  in  a  condition  to  justify 
the  Veterinary  Surgeon  to  serve  a  notice  upon  the  owner  to  cause  the 
animals  to  be  slaughtered. 

4.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough.  The  Veterinary  Surgeon 
examined  the  udders  of  35  cows  and  found  three  which  were  in  his 
opinion  suspicious  of  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  A  written 
undertaking  was  received  from  the  farmer  that  he'  would  not  send  any 
milk  into  the  Borough  from  the  suspicious  cows.  The  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  notified  and  he  replied  that  their  Veterinary 
Surgeon  (Major  Peele)  would  deal  with  the  matter. 

5.  From  a  farm  outside  the  Borough,  the  milk  being  mixed  with 
the  milk  from  the  cows  belonging  to  another  farmer.  Mr.  Jack, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  examined  the  cows  at  both  farms  and  found  one  which 
was  in  his  opinion  suspicious  of  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 
Signed  undertakings  were  obtained  from  both  farmers  stating  that 
they  would  not  supply  within  the  Borough  any  milk  from  this  cow. 


Two  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of 
“  Certified  ;  5  milk,  these  being  the  only  licences  in  the  Borough  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order. 

There  were  66  applications  for  registration  as  retail  dealers  of 
milk,  13  being  disapproved.

MEAT. — The  inspection  of  slaughter-houses  and  butchers’  shops 
has  been  frequent  and  regular,  4,197  visits  having  been  made.  As  a 
result,  a  quantity  of  diseased  and  unsound  meat  was  found  and 
subsequently  condemned.  I  regret  there  is  a  limited  number  of 
tradesmen  who  do  not  adhere  strictly  to  the  rules  of  the  Butchers’ 
Association — that  when  any  abnormality  exists,  or  any  doubt  as  to 
the  fitness  for  sale  of  any  meat  arises,  they  do  not  seek  the  advice  of 
your  officials  as  speedily  as  desirable.  This  matter  leads  up  to  the 
question  of  private  versus  public  slaughter -houses.  There  are  68 
licensed  slaughter-houses  within  the  Borough,  and,  as  arranged  by  the 
Butchers’  Association,  slaughtering  takes  place  on  three  days  of  the 
week  and  usually  at  the  same  hours  of  the  day. 

By  this  arrangement  it  is  impossible  for  the  official  to  be  present 
at  more  than  a  very  limited  number  of  slaughter-houses  whilst 
slaughtering  is  in  progress.  Consequently,  there  is  a  possibility  of 
unsound,  or  unwholesome  food  finding  its  way  into  the  retail  shops. 
It  does  appear  to  me  that  the  time  is  approaching  when  this  question 
will  have  to  be  considered  and  a  public,  abattoir  provided.  The  Royal 
Commission  of  1921,  who  went  into  the  question  of  the  slaughtering 
of  animals  and  the  distribution  of  meat  for  human  consumption,  in 
the  summary  of  conclusions  in  their  report  state : — 

“  The  number  of  existing  private  slaughter-houses  needs 
“  to  be  reduced  in  order  to  facilitate  better  inspection,  and  to 
“  this  end  local  authorities  in  consultation  with  the  meat 
“  traders  of  their  areas  should  prepare  schemes  for  the  con- 
“  centration  of  slaughtering.” 

The  amount  of  (slaughtering  done  locally  is  much  less  than  in 
pre-war  years.  Indications  are  that  this  will  continue  and  that 
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concentration  of  slaughtering  will  become  more,  general.  This  will 
admit  of  closer  inspection  and  better  control  of  the  premises  with 
regard  to  sanitary  conditions.  The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  have  proved  of  great  benefit  in  defining  more  clearly  what  is 
to  be  expected  in  slaughter-houses  and  retail  shops  and  for  the 
protection  of  meat  from  contamination  by  dust,  etc. 

All  condemned  meat  and  other  foods  are  disposed  of  by  being 
burned  a,t  the  public  washhouses. 

The  inspection  of  provisions,  etc.,  meat  seized  and  destroyed,  and 
infringements  of  Acts  and  Bye-laws  in  regard  to  foodstuffs  are  shown 
on  pages  78-81.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — The  number  of  samples  purchased 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  was  400.  Of  this  number  128 
were  purchased  in  accordance  with  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
the  remainder  (272)  being  informally  purchased.  Of  the  formal 
samples,  106'  were  certified  to  be  genuine;  of  the  informal  259  were 
certified  to  be  genuine.  (See>  pages  94-97.) 

It  was  found  unnecessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 

t/ 

(Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923,  as  all  samples  of  condensed  milk 
purchased  were  certified  by  the  Analyst  to  be  genuine. 

Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912  &  1917. — The  samples  taken 
specifically  under  these  Regulations,  and  all  samples  of  milk  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  were 
also  examined  by  the  Analyst  for  the  presence  of  preservatives.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SMALLPOX  was  again,  as  in  1924,  vary  prevalent  throughout  the 
country  generally,  mostly,  it  is  true,  in  a  very  mild  form  and  with  a 
low  mortality.  Since  1908  the  Borough  had  remained  free  of  the 
disease  until  November  12th,  1925,  when  a,  case  occurred  in  the  West 
End  of  the  town.  The  patient,  an  unvaccinated  female  adult,  was 
employed  at  a  drapery  establishment  in  Chestet-le- Street  and  had 
been  in  contact  with  a  case  of  Smallpox  there. 

A  second  case  occurred  in  the  ILendon  district  on  the  5th 
December — a  schoolboy,  aged  11  years,  who  had  never  been  vaccinated. 
He  had  been  sleighing  at  Tun-stall  Hope  in  company  with  a  number 
of  boys  from  Silksworth,  in  which  district  the  disease  was  prevalent, 
and  no  doubt  he  was  infected  in  this  way. 

The  third  and  last  case  was  notified  on  the  21st  December.  This 
boy,  aged  16  years,  who  resided  in  the  Hendon  district,  was  employed 
as  a  miner  at  Silksworth  Colliery,  and  he  also  had  never  been 
vaccinated. 

All  these  cases  were  removed  to  Whiteleasi  Hospital. 

The  compulsory  notification  of  CHIOKENPOX  was  continued  dur¬ 
ing  the  whole  of  the  year1.  747  cases  were  notified  and  every  case  was 
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visited,  thus  no  case  of  possible  Smallpox  was  missed.  Indeed  it  was 
owing  to  the  compulsory  notification  of  Chickenpox  that  the  first  case 
of  Smallpox  was  discovered,  it  having  been  notified  as  Chickenpox. 
The  medical  practitioners,  in  addition,  drew  my  attention  to  any 
suspicious  cases,  frequently  within  a.  few  minutes  of  seeing  them. 
The  result  was  that  precautionary  measures  were  taken  within  an 
hour  or  two  of  notification,  contacts  being  dealt  with  before  any  chance 
of  spread  of  infection  occurred ;  four  doubtful  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Borough  Sanatorium  for  observation.  To  this  co-operation  of  the 
general  practitioners  and  the  willingness  of  the  contacts  to  undergo 
disinfection  and  re-vaccination,  is  undoubtedly  due  the  staving  off  of 
an  epidemic.  The  visit  of  a  member*  of  the  Health  Staff  to  the  homes 
appears  to  have  been  welcomed.  If  no  case  is  hidden  I  have  little 
doubt  that  with  re-vaccination,  the  one  safeguard,  Sunderland  has 
little  to  fear. 

The  type  of  Smallpox  has  been  mild,  but  much  the  same  may  be 
said  of  infectious  diseases  generally  in  Sunderland.  There  is  no 
guarantee  nor  indeed  probability  that  they,  or  Smallpox,  will  remain 
so  indefinitely.

The  incidence  of  DIPHTHERIA  appears  somewhat  increased,  and 
this  was  so  in  many  parts  of  England.  I  think  that  in  Sunderland 
diagnosis  has  been  much  better  and  notification  fuller  and  speedier. 
A  larger  percentage  of  cases  has  been  admitted  to  the  infectious 
disease  hospital,  and  what  is  more  important,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  treatment,  is  that  they  have  been  admitted  earlier  with  a  resultant 
lower  death  and  complication  rate. 

The  following  shows  the  case-mortality  per  cent.,  and  death-rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  for  the  last  ten  years  from  Diphtheria 
(including  Membranous  Croup).

Cases  of  ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA  continue  to  be  reported 
and  31  cases  were  notified,  the  diagnosis  being  confirmed  in  27. 


ENTERIC  FEVER,  is  now  a  very  rare  disease;  only  8  cases  were 
notified  from  the  town,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Enteritis.  The  notification  and  deaths  from  Enteric  during  the  last 
10  years  are  given  on  pages  301  and  31. 


I  have  already  indicated  the  prevalence  of  MEASLES  and 
WHOOPING  COUGH  and,  in  view  of  the  death-rates  from  these 
diseases  in  poor  quarters  of  the  town,  I  would  recommend  more  general 
use  of  the  Sanatorium  for  cases  of  both  these  diseases!  when  good  home 
nursing  is  not  available.  Good  nursing  can  prevent  the  complications 
which  kill  in  these  diseases,  and  such  complications  seldom  occur  in  the 
houses  of  the  well  to  do.  Both  the  diseases:  in  the  poor  districts  have 
a  large  death-rate  but  in  addition  those  who  get  through  an  attack  and 
recover  seldom  obtain  a  satisfactory  convalescence,  with  the  result 
that  they  are  rendered  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis,  and  many  of  our 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  amongst  children  have  started  from 
an  attack  of  one  of  these  diseases, 
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The  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease's  for  the  last 
five  years,  compared  with  the  previous  five  years,  are  -shown  in  the

During  the  year  12  primary  and  84  re-vaccinations  were 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

The  Council  still  continues  to  supply,  free  of  charge,  to  the 
medical  profession  diphtheria  anti-toxin,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  Sunderland  Royal  Infirmary  for  the  examination  of 
pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens,  also  free  of  charge,  provided 
the  patients  from  whom  the  specimens  are  taken  reside  within  the 
Borough. 
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A  few  nurses  were  voluntarily  Shiek  tested  but  no  Use  bas  been 
made  of  the  Dick  test,  the  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  past  few 
years  having  been  extremely  mild.

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Residential  Institutions  available  for  patients  from  the  Borough 
are  as  follows: — 

Borough  Sanatorium... Bewley  Hut  and  annexe  contain  24  beds 

for  ex-service  men  and  males  over  16 
years.  All  three  stages  are  admitted, 
but  principally  stages  one  and  two. 
Turnbull  Pavilion  has  also  24  beds,  these 
are  for  boys  under  16  years  and  all  female 
cases. 

Grind  on  Hall . . . 19  beds  for  children  and  4  for  adult 

females — all  surgical  cases. 

The  visiting  physician  to  both  these  Institutions  is  Dr.  E.  Thorp, 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  matron  is  Miss  F. 
Harvey.

No  special  provision  is  made  for  treatment  and  isolation  of 
advanced  cases  other  than  that  provided  at  the  Highfield  Poor  Law 
Hospital.  F'or  many  years  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  myself  have 
advocated  the  building  of  special  wards  for  such  cases. 

The  Schools  Medical  Officer  refers  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

In  cases  where  the  diagnosis  is  doubtful  the  patients  are  kept 
under  observation  and,  where  necessary,  some  are  sent  to  the 
Sanatorium  for  “  Observation.  ” 


Where  possible  “home  contacts  ”  are  examined,  but  if  this  is  to 
be  done  adequately  further  assistance  will  be  necessary  as  at  present 
there  is  only  one  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  a,  Borough  of  166,000 
inhabitants  and  he  is,  therefore,  unable  to  carry  out  such  examinations 
as  fully  as  is  necessary. 


Tuberculin  is  given  on  Wednesdays  and  found  useful  in  cases  of 
extensive  involvment  of  cervical  glands  and  especially  in  “lupus” 
cases.  The  results  have  been  distinctly  encouraging. 


The  Council  does  not  provide  any  dental  treatment  for  tuberculous 
patients. 
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Extra  nourishment  isi  given  in  selected  oases  according  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  Circular,  i.e.,  where  an  allowance  for  a  limited 
period  after  Sanatorium  course  will  enable  the  patient  to  resume 
work.  This  is  supplied  through  the  Guild  of  Help,  who  act  as  an 
“  After-care  Committee."  No  such  provision  is  made  in  advanced  or 
chronic  cases.  No  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  home  nursing 
of  tuberculous  cases. 

Non-pulmonary  cases  requiring  operation  are  sent  to  local 
hospitals  (the  fee  for  an  operation  requiring  an  anaesthetic  is  three 
guineas,  which  is  paid  by  the  Council)  and  on  discharge,  in  the  case 
of  children,  are  admitted  to  Grindon  Hall. 

No  arrangements  are  made  to  find  work  for1  tuberculous  patients. 

Shelters. — 10  shelters  were  in  use  during  1925.  These  are 
visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  by  the  Health  Visitors.  They 
are  annually  inspected  asi  to  their  structural  condition  by  the  staff  of 
the  Borough  Engineer's  Department. 

Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  again  showed  an  upward  tendency. 
A  noteworthy  feature  was  the  increased  number  of'  children  who  showed 
positive  sputa  indicating  infection  of  the  human  type  in  place  of  the 
common  bovine  variety  ingested  with  milk.  Overcrowding  and 
unsuitable,  damp  dwellings  have  doubtless  much  to  do  with  this  result 
and  the  want  of  accommodation  for  the  advanced  case  has  led  to  many 
other  members  of  families  becoming  infected.  Power  now  exists, 
under  section  G5  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  to  remove  and 
isolate  such  cases,  but,  up  to  the  present,  no  beds  other  than  in  High- 
field  (Poor  Law  Institution)  are  available  for  the  advanced  “open" 
case,  sio  that  the  power  of  removal  cannot  be  enforced.  The,  Health 
Committee  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration  of  providing  such 
beds  at  Grindon  Hall.  When  such  beds  are  provided  and  made  full 
use  of,  and  not  till  then  will  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis  succeed. 

* 

Many  complaints  of  the  lack  of  Hospital  as  against  Sanatorium 
accommodation  for  the  hopeless  infectious  case  reach  us  from  various 
sources;  the  public  are  rapidly  becoming  educated  to  the  dangers  of 
such  patients  to  their  relatives  when  sufficient  room  is  not  available 
for  proper  nursing  and  prevention  of  infection  is  impossible. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  originally  consisted  of  two  sessions 
for  males  and  one  for  females  but  now  it  comprises  four^  sessions  for 
each  sex.  The  Medical  Staff  consisted  originally  of  one  part-time 
Medical  Officer  but  now  he  has  one  female  clinical  assistant. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  one  more  male  session  and  the 
appointment  of  a  male  clinical  assistant. 

The  scheme  ought  to  be*  extended  in  order  that  the  treatment  of 
male  and  female  cases  may  be  carried  on  simultaneously,  but  to  do 
this  more  accommodation  will  be  necessary. 

The  medical  profession  have  willingly  co-operated  with  the 
Treatment  Officer  to  a  quite  satisfactory  extent. 

Information  as  to  the  facilities  provided  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment  is  posted  in  all  the  urinals  in  the  Borough  monthly,  and 
patients  have  readily  availed  themselves  of  these  facilities. 

As  to  the  irrigation  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  during  the*  intervals 
between  the  clinics  ample*  facilities  are  available  with  regard  to  hours, 
etc.,  but  here*  again  lack  of  accommodation  is  evident. 

The  number  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  Borough  who  were 
qualified  and  received  free  supplies  of  arsenobenzol  compounds  during 
1925  were  6,  and  they  obtained  their  supplies  for  the  treatment  of 
25  cases. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Act,  1917.

The  total  attendances  of  all  cases  numbered  26,902  asi  against 
20,861  in  the  previous  year. 

Syphilis  is  definitely  on  the  decline  and  Gonorrhoea  cases  are 
coming  up  for  treatment  in  the  earlier  stages,  thus  justifying  the 
propaganda  work  of  Local  Authorities. 

I  confidently  anticipate  the  same  ultimate  result  with  Gonorrhoea 
as  with  Syphilis,  viz.,  a  marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease. 

I I  mothers  received  ante-natal  treatment  for  Syphilis,  Eight  of 
these  have  reported.  The  8  infants  are  quite  healthy.  Seventeen 
mothers  received  ante-natal  treatment  for1  Gonorrhoea.  One  of  the 
infants  suffered  from  Ophthalmia,  7  were  normal,  9  failed  to  report. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  at  a  time  of  unemployment  like  the  present 
the  cost  of  travelling  is  deterring  many  people  from  attending  the 
Clinic.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Sir, 

All  centres  are  flourishing,  attendances  of  mothers  and  their 
children  being  good. 

During  the  year  a  long  felt  want  hasi  been  remedied,  an  ear 
department  having  been  opened  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  to  which 
many  of  the  chronic  discharging  ears,  which  hitherto  got  little  or  no 
treatment,  are  gradually  being  referred. 

Bronchitis  and  bronchial  catarrh  have,  I  think,  been  somewhat 
less  prevalent,  much  educative  work  has  been  done;  rickets  shows 
little  ,sign  of  decreasing,  but  during  the  year  some  twenty  children 
received  treatment  by  the  ultra  violet  rays  at  the  Infirmary.  Some 
of  these  who  attended  regularly  derived  considerable  benefit  but 
several  were  irregular,  rather  nullifying  the  value  of  the  experiment. 
The  method  of  treatment  is  undoubtedly  beneficial  but  probably  can, 
for  these  cases,  be  only  satisfactory  carried  out  by  the  municipality, 
the  personal  influence  arid  interest  of  the  district  health  visitor 
ensuring  attendance.  Mother's  like  to  meet  at  these  centres  the  people 
they  are  accustomed  to. 


Perhaps  the  most  valuable  work  done  by  the  Health  Office  for 
this  branch  was  the  investigation  of  the  cause  of  undue  prevalence  of 
diarrhoea  amongst  the  children,  causing  much  ill-health  and  consider¬ 
able  death-rate.  Dr.  Cookson,  acting  on  the'  orders  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  after  careful  consideration  with  me  of  the  clinical 
features,  finally  conclusively  detected  the  cause,  the  diarrhoea  being 
a  result  of  untreated  thrush.  We  have  already  to  record  beneficial 
results  accruing  from  the  knowledge  gained. 


Otherwise  there  is  little  to  record,  the  number  of  infant  con¬ 
sultations  still  increasing.  The  four  more  recently  opened  centres 
have  proved  their  necessity  by  filling  up  almost  immediately. 
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Ante-natal  C!linic. — The  ante-natal  clinic,  has  been  held  regularly 
a.t  Lambton  Street  and  the  number  of  women  attending  has  greatly 
increased,  coming  often  of  their  own  accord  or  referred,  there  by 
midwives.  Cases  were  dealt  with  by  reference  to  their  own  doctors, 
to  various  institutions,  or  advice  to  the  midwife  in  charge. 


A  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  V.D.  Department  received 
treatment,  with  the  result  that  in  no  way  did  the  child  suffer  from 
the  effects  of  these  diseases  at  birth. 


There  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  the  clinic  has  done  some¬ 
thing  to  reduce  the  number  of  still-births,  and  to  produce  the  fall, 
in  some  degree,  of  the  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 

The  number  of  unrepaired  perinea  found  during  examination 
suggests  that  a  post-natal  examination  one  month  after  labour  would 
save  much  invalidism. 


In  each  case  that  visited  the  centre  some  useful  advice  on  pro¬ 
cedure  was  possible. 

The  midwives  practising  in  the  town  have  made  full  use  of  the  , 
facilities  afforded.  On  many  occasions  the  number  of  patients 
present  in  an  afternoon  would  have  been  sufficient  to  keep  two  medical 
officers  fully  employed  As  the  numbers  attending  are  increasing  so 
much,  the  question  of  some  form  of  limitation  or  the  provision  of 
further  assistance  is  becoming  urgent.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department  during  1925: — 

Staff. — There  ha,ve  been  several  .changes  on  the  staff.  In  June 
Miss  Burn  left  to  take  up'  an  appointment  as  Health  Visitor  under 
the  Manchester  Corporation.  In  July  Miss  Walker  was  taken  ill, 
which  illness  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year,  she  having  eventu¬ 
ally  to  relinquish  her  post.  In  June  Miss  Robinson,  Deputy-Matron 
at  the  Maternity  Home,  was  appointed  to  a  vacancy.  Owing  to  the 
opening  of  a  new  Child  Welfare  Centre,,  and  the  overcrowding*  of  many 
of  the  existing  ones,  together  with  the  inevitable  increase  of  work, 
three  additional  Health  Visitors  were  appointed.  Your  senior  Health 
Visitor,  Miss  Raine,  was  relieved  of  Pallion  District  to  enable  her  to 
assist  in  the  ever  growing  work  of  the.  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 
The  Staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  of : — Superintendent  Health 
Visitor  and  Inspector  of  Midwives,  Assistant  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor,  eleven  Assistant  Health  Visitors  and  one  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clerk. 

Home  Visitation. — The  Table  on  page  51  will  show  the  amount  of 
district  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Staff.  There  is  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  visits  paid,  yet.  we  have  to  deplore  the 
increase  in  the  infant  death-rate.  This  is  particularly  high  in  the 
districts  adjacent  to  the  river  on  both  north  and  south  sides.  These 
districts  are  where  the  eonjestion  is  greatest  and  the  conditions 
anything  but  conducive  to  healthy  living.  Premature  births  were 
responsible  for  19%  of  the  infant  death-rate,  Bronchitis  18' 5%, 
Diarrhoea  16%,  Pneumonia  11%,  Measles  6%.  Whooping  Cough 
4i%.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  these  cases  were  as  follows: — 
Measles  1,186,  Measles  Contacts  76,  Whooping  Cough  197.  Diarrhoea 
90. 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  cause  of  the  greater  number  of  deaths 
is  due  to  premature  birth.  With  your  Ante  natal  Clinic  and  the 
ante-natal  work  done  by  the  midwives,  we  hope  that  the  future  will 
see  a  marked  decrease  in  this  direction.  Diarrhoea  has  again  taken 
a  big  toll.  We  hope,  however,  that  with  our  increased  knowledge  as  to 
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the  probable  cause,  this  too  will  be  reduced.  Our  greatest  enemy  is 
the  respiratory  troubles.  These  deaths  equal  30%  of  the  infant 
mortality  rate.  Enquiries  were  made  into  the  cause  of  341  infant 
deaths  and  259  deaths  of  children  between  the  age  of  one  and  five 
years.  Insufficient  clothing,  overclothing,  housing  and  climatic 
conditions  are  doubtless  the  factors  that  bring  about  this  deplorably 
high  death-rate. 

Boarded-Out  Children. — There  have  been  32  children  supervised, 
entailing  252  visits.  These  are  children  who  have  been  deprived  of  a 
home  with  their  own  parents  and  have  been  taken,  for  reward,  by 
foster  parents.  All  the  children  have  been  well  cared  for.  During 
the  year  four  have  reached  the  age  of  7  years  and  no  longer  come 
under  the  Children  Act.  One  was  removed  to  the  Cottage  Homes, 
two  have  died,  and  six  have  removed  from  the  district.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  20  children  under  supervision. 

Nourishment  to  Necessitous  Mothers  and  Children. — There  has 
been  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  put  into  this  branch  of  our 
work.  The  poor  are  always  with  us.  Weekly  grants  of  dried  milk, 
fresh  milk,  oatmeal,  rice,  barley,  Benger’s  food  and  cod  liver  oil  are 
supplied  to  those  eligible  under  vour  scheme.  The  dinners  to 
expectant  mothers  have  had  to  cease  owing  to  the  closing  of  the 
National  Kitchen.  Cases  eligible  for  grants  were,  the  same  as  for 
1924,  taken  on  the  “dole”  standard.  If  the  income  falls  below  this 
amount,  viz.,  23/-,  2/-  for  each  child,  on  when  the  unemployment 
benefit  is  available  and  there  is  a  sick  child,  sick  or  expectant  mother, 
or  a  mother  for  a  month  after  birth  of  a  child,  and  other  outstanding 
needy  cases,  the  grant  is  given.  Every  known  case  falling  within  this 
category  has  been  assisted,  except  those  who  are  in  receipt  of  full 
parish  relief.  To  prevent  overlapping  these  have  been  referred  to  the 
Guardians  for  supplementary  benefit.  The  cost  to  the  Corporation 
for  this  branch  of  our  work  was  £1,368  4si.  8d.,  an  average  of 
£26  6s.  Od.  per  week,  and  £825  6s.  4d.  less  than  last  year.  This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  are  more  people  receiving  parish 
relief,  more  men,  are  doing  relief  work,  which  brings  their  average 
weekly  income  above  the  “dole”  standard,  and  the  more  efficient 
working  of  the  scheme  Your  senior  Health  Visitor  having  become 
Assistant  Superintendent,  has  been  able  to’ devote  an  adequate  amount 
of  time  to  the  management  of  this  part  of  our  work.  The  number 
of  cases  helped  averaged  259  per  week. 
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Infant  Welfare  Centres. — The  table  on  page  52  shows  the  work 
done  at,  your  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  To  relieve  the  overcrowding  at 
Dundas  Street  Centre  a  new  one  was  opened  in  Dock  Street,  the 
nucleus  for  this  Centre  being  transfers  from  Dundas  Street.  This 
relieved  the  congestion  for  a  time,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
numbers  were  again  getting  above  the  maximum  for  good  work,  and 
this  is  common  to  six  of  your  twelve  Centres.  No  greater  evidence 
than  this  can  be  given  to  prove  the  continued  popularity  of  this  part 
of  our  work.  The  doctor’s  consultation,  which  is  every  alternate 
week,  is  always  appreciated  and  most  helpful.  The  work  of  the 
Health  Visitor  and  the  voluntary  workers  all  combine  to  make  the 
Centres  efficient.  There  were  110  deaths  amongst  children  attending 
the  Centres,  which  is  2'3%  of  the  total  number  on  the  books  in  1925. 

Ante-natal  Clinic. — The  Clinic  held  every  Friday  afternoon 
continues  to  be  popular  to  the  expectant  mother  unable  to  afford 
medical  advice.  They  speak  most  gratefully  of  the  sympathetic  help 
given  to  them  by  the  doctor  and  staff.  The  midwives  also  appreciate 
the  consideration  shown  to  them.  They  often  bring  their  patients  and 
are  present  at  the  consultation.  Otherwise  a,  report  is  sent  to  them 
with  advice  as  to  the  'conduct  and  treatment  of  the  case.  There  have 
been  49  sessions  with  634  consultations,  an  average  of  13  for  each 
session. 


Still  Births. — These  number  173  for  the  year  as  against  188  for 
1924.  With  the  better  supervision  of  the  expectant  mother,  we  are 
hoping  that  the  fall  in  the  number  of  still-births  will  continue,  for  a 
pre-natal  death-rate  of  41  per  1,000  births  is  muck  too  high. 
Enquiries  into  the  probable  cause  of  still-birth  were  made  in  102 
cases.  These  were  as  follows: —

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Mid  wives. — There  have  been  five  warnings  given  to  four  midwives 
by  the  Inspector.  The  Local  Supervising  Authority  has  also  had  need 
to  censure  two  midwives,  one  for  failure  to  put  a  child  under  medical 
treatment  for  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  when  the  first  symptom 
appeared  and  the  other  in  the  case  of  a  still-birth,  the  midwife  having 
made  no  effort  to  find  out  the  presentation  until  a,  hand  presented. 


The  midwives  attended  3,051  cases,  being  equal  to  74' 4%  of  the 
total  number  of  registered  births. 


There  were  53  visits  paid  to  midwives  for  the  purpose  of  inspec- 

* 

tion  and  enquiry  into  their  mode  of  practice,  and  121  visits  were  paid 
to  midwives’  cases.  At  the  request  of  the  midwives  15  ante-natal 
visits  were  paid. 

Ante-Natal. — In  March  a  scheme  for  ante-natal  visitation  bv  the 

*/ 

midwives  was  formulated.  This  scheme  made  provision  for  an  ante¬ 
natal  register  and  a  payment  of  2/-  per  case  for  satisfactory  work. 
The  untrained  midwives  were  instructed  in  the  testing  of  urine  and  in 
the  keeping  of  records.  For  the  six  months  ended  October  15th  the 
18  ante-natal  registers  examined  showed  records  of  631  cases  which 
had  entailed  935  visits.  Urine  was,  tested  in,  521  cases,  and  albumin 
found  in  5%.  There  were  57  referred  to  their  own  doctor  and  55  to 
the  ante-natal  clinic.  There  were  many  more  cases  which  received 
ante-natal  visits  but  as  the  records  were  not  properly  kept,  payment 
for  them  was  disallowed. 

As  a  result  the  mid  wives  are  taking  a,  more  intelligent  interest  in 
their  work,  and  the  expectant  mothers  show  more  intelligent  interest 
in  their  condition.  We  believe,  too,  that,  the  reduced  number  of 
still-births  and  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  is  due  largely  to  the 
combined  work  of  clinic  and  midwife. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — There  were  66  cases  notified  (as 
against  115  in  1924),  the  rate  being  16  per  1,000  births. 

There  were  notified  from  the  Eye  Infirmary  40 'cases,  Private 
doctors  21  cases,  Royal  Infirmary  3  cases,  and  Monkwearmouth 
Hospital  2  cases.  We  regret  that  one  baby  has  become  blind  and 
two  have  one  eye  damaged.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  first  symptoms 
of  the  disease  did  not  appear  until  after  the  ninth  day  following  birth.

Puerperal  F'ever. — We  have  been  unfortunate  this  year  in  having 
had  notified  eight  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis.  Seven  of  these  were 
attended  by  midwives  and  one,  an  abortion,  by  a  doctor.  The  treat¬ 
ment  and  result  were  as  follows: —

No  case  developed  as  the  result  of  a  previous  case,  and  every 
care  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


Eye  Infirmary. — Again  we  have  to  record  our  appreciation  for 
the  prompet  attention,  skill  and  courtesy  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Eye 
Infirmary  to  the  many  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  sent  for 
treatment.  The  community  of  this  Borough  can  never  repay,  either 
in  word  or  gift,  its  debt  for  the  services  rendered,  especially  to  the 
infants.  Child  blindness  would  be  much  more  common  but  for  this 
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Institution  in  our  midst.  Wei  regret,  however,  that  it  is  not  possible 
at  present  to  have  a  baby  ward  where  these  infants  could  be  put  for 
continuous  treatment  by  those  skilled  to  give  it.  A  few  days  intensive 
treatment  would  often  make  the  difference  between  a  damaged  eye 
and  an  eye  made  whole.  Had  this  been  available,  we  believe  that  at 
least  two  of  the  cases  we  have  to  deplore  a,s  being  permanently 
damaged  would  have  been  prevented.  We  trust  that  funds  may  be 
forthcoming  to  enable  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Institution  to  go 
forward  with  their  extension  scheme. 


District  Nursing  Association. — To  Miss  Gill  and  her  staff  we 
again  tender  our  grateful  thanks  for  the  attention  and  treatment 
given  to  the  69  cases  referred  to  her  from  our  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 
and  which  entailed  529  visits.  Much  suffering  has  been  alleviated, 
and,  we  believe,  permanent  damage  prevented  in  the  treatment  of 
many  of  the  minor  ailments,  so  called,  such  as  discharging  ears.  The 
ready  help  of  this  staff  has  never  failed"  us. 

Guild  op  Help. — To  the  Guild  of  Help  we  acknowledge  with 
thanks  our  indebtedness,  to  the  valuable  help  it  has  rendered  to  the 
many  necessitous  cases  referred  to  it  from  this  Department.  The  loan 
of  maternity  bags,  and  gifts  of  clothing,  together  with  assistance  to 
sick  and  needy  children,  in  the  articles  of  nutrition  which  we  cannot 
supply  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheme,  have  helped  to 
make  our  work  more  efficient  than  it  could  otherwise  have  been. 


Grindon  Convalescent  Home. — This  little  Home  with  its  big  job 
and  its  most  optimistic  Committee,  has  rendered  valuable  assistance 
to  us  in  our  work.  Many  mothers  suffering  from  debility,  especially 
after  confinement,  have  been  admitted  for  rest  and  good  feeding,  and 
all  have  spoken  gratefully  of  the  benefit  received.  It  is  our  experience 
that  it  is  the  mothers  who  are  suffering  the  most  as  the  result  of  the 
long-continued  unemployment.  But  for  Grindon ’s  great  limitations, 
owing  to  the  want  of  adequate  funds,  this  Institution  would  be  one  of 
Sunderland’s  greatest  assets  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  We 
tender  our  grateful  thanks  to  its  Committee  for  the  help  it  has  given 
to  us,  and  hope  for  the  day  when  it  is  able  to  enlarge  its  sphere  of 
usefulness.

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BOROUGH  AND  GRINDON  SANATORIA. 

Apart  from  the  routine  reports  of  the  Sanatoria,  there  are  two 
features  worthy  of  further  comment. — The  Bed  Isolation  Ward,  and 
Ultra  Violet  Ray  treatment. 

With  reference  to  the  bed  isolation  ward,  a  table  is  appended 
showing  the  types  of  cases  treated  therein.  There  was  no  case  of 
cross  infection  during  the  year,  and  the  sister  in  charge  deserves  much 
credit  for  this,  and  the  high  state  of  efficiency  reached  in  the  ward 
proves  that  the  necessary  training  and  discipline  necessitated  in  a 
ward  of  this  nature  have  been  effectively  maintained.  It  will  be  seen 
that  many  diseases  of  a  different  nature  have  been  successfully  treated 
together,  including  the  ordinary  illnesses  arising  among  the  staff  and 
the  cases  which  are  sent  in  undiagnozed.  The  success  of  the  ward 
has  undoubtedly  reduced  expenses,  one  ward  doing  the  work  where 
several  would  have  been  required  previous  to  its  inception.  It 
has  also  made  provision  for  a  variety  of  cases  which  formerly  could 
not  be  coped  with,  but  which  do  much  better  in  hospital  than  at  home. 
Thus  this  ward  has  increased  the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  town, 

9  m 

and  I  think  special  commendation  of  the  Health  Committee  is  deserved 
by  its  staff. 

The  “Percy  Hall”  Tungsten  Arc  Lamp  provided  at  Grindon 
Hall  has  been  at  work  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  gratifying 
results  have  been  obtained  in  many  cases  of  bone  and  gland  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  Improvement  in  the  general  health  of  the  children  treated 
has  been  marked.  In  my  next  report  I  hope  to  give  further  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  treatment,  contenting  myself'  at  present  by  stating 
that  the  rays  are  an  extremely  useful  addition  to  our  armamentarium, 
are  beneficial  to  the  patients,  and  have  materially  shortened  the  stay 
in  hospital  of  several.

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Thirty-first  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  clone  by  the  Inspectorial  staff  of  the  Health 
Depart  merit  for*  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1925. 


The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  by  the  District 

Inspectors,  including  appointments  and  advisory  visits  with  owners, - 

agents,  or  tradespeople,  advising  as  to  official  requirements,  etc., 

inspections  and  re-inspections  of  premises  during  progress'  of  work, 

total  57,96G.  The  Workshops  and  Shops  Inspector  made  7,662 

♦ 

inspections,  the  Food  Inspector  5,866,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Inspector  7,616 — a  total  of  79,110.  (See  Tables  1,  5,  9,  15  &  17.) 


The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
under  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Local  Acts,  and  Bye-laws  was 
5,290  ;  of  these  1,172  were  Statutory  and  4,118  Preliminary  or 
Informal  notices.  In  addition,  a  large  number  of  nuisances  was  abated 
and  improvements  of  a  sanitary  nature  made  on  the  verbal  instruction 
or  advice  of  the  Inspectors.  (See  Table  2.)

The  number  of  tests  applied  to  drains  was  720;  of  these,  628 
were  water  tests,  79  smoke  tests,  and  13  chemical  tests.  Applications 
were  received  from  82  owners  or  occupiers  to  have  the  drains  and 
sanitary  fittings  at  their1  houses  examined  and  tested,  and  in  21  cases 
defects  were  found ;  reports,  with  recommendations  of  the  work 
necessary  to  put  the  premises  into  good  sanitary  condition  were  sent 
in  each  case.  On  the  Inspectors’  suspicion  of  nuisance,  28  tests  were 
made,  9  of  which  confirmed  their  suspicions. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  at  the  office  was  417.  Of 
these,  12  complaints  were  of  overcrowding,  3  of  which  were  unfounded  ; 
293  were  tenants’  complaints  of  dampness,  uncleanliness,  choked 
drains,  defective  water-closets,  and  general  dilapidations,  24  of  which 
were  prompted  either  by  neighbours’  quarrels  or  were  found  to  have 
been  abated  prior  to  the  Inspectors’  visit;  the  remaining  112  being  of 
a  miscellaneous  nature  (28  unfounded). 

ALTERATIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  insanitary  privies  and  ashpits  abolished  during  the  past  year 
number  60.  These  were  replaced  with  washdown  water-closets  and 
approved  ashbins.  206  broken  or  otherwise  defective  water-closet 
basins  were  replaced  with  new  washdown  pedestal  basins. 

887  feet  of  cast  iron  drains  and  5,490  feet  of  stoneware  drains 
have  been  laid;  also  1,818  feet  of  new  cast  iron  soil  and  ventilation 
pipe  were  fixed.  (Table  4.) 


DISINFECTION. 

The  work  performed  by  the  Disinfector  is  given  in  Table  28. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1890-1925. 

Of  the  8  Closing  Orders  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1924,  1 
property  has  been  demolished.  The  other  properties  have  been 
rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  and  the  Closing  Orders  determined. 

Two  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year.  One 
Demolition  Order  has  been  served,  the  other  Closing  Order  being  still 
under  consideration. 
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LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  ten  registered  common  lodging"  houses  in  the  Borough. 
These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and,  with  one  exception,  found 
to  be  clean  and  well  conducted.  As  regards  houses  let  in  lodgings, 
the  rents  charged  for  houses  of  this  class  are  such  a,s.  to  place-  them 
outside  of  our  present  Bye-laws.  Notwithstanding  they  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  premises  where  offensive  trades  are  conducted  number  138, 
which  include  approximately  108  fried  fish  shops.  (Table  8.) 

These  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  every  effort  made 
to  ensure  that  the  particular  business  is  so  conducted  as  to  prevent 
or  mitigate,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  any  nuisance  arising  from  such 
business.  But  in  the  absence  of  Bye-laws  we  are  unable  to  insist  upon 
alterations  or  improvements  to  the  premises  or  to  take  further  action 
with  regard  to  conditions  which  appear  contrary  to  the  Model  Bye-laws. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-13. 

The  number  of  visits  made  under  the  above  Acts  (and  the  special 
closing  orders  in  respect  of  various  trades  and  businesses  which  do  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Shops  Acts)  to  see  that  the  various 
sections  were  being  complied  with,  are  given  in  Table  15. 

The-  irregularities  met  with  are  shown  in  Table  18. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  INSPECTION. 

The-  number  of  visits  of  inspection  to  these  premises  was  1,377, 
details  of  which  are  given  in  Table-  17. 


The-  notices  and  reports  from  the  Inspector  of  Factories  of  defects 
found  by  him  were  26 ;  and  39  communications  were  forwarded  to 
him  of  defaults  discovered  by  our  Inspectors  and  remediable  by  his 
department.  (Table  16.) 
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The  number  of  factories,  registered  workshops,  domestic  work¬ 
shops  and  workplaces  is  given  in  Tables  20,  21,  22,  and  23. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  report  to  the  Health  Committee  133 
persons  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  notices  served  upon  them  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances;  and  the  Committee  gave  authority  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  non-compliance  with  the  said  notices. 

These  persons  were  then  informed  by  letter  and  advised  to  comply 
with  the  Committee’s  requirements,  with  the  result  that  6  summonses 
only  were  issued,  1  of  which  was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the  costs 
after  the  service  of  the  summons  and  before  the  hearing  thereof. 
Orders  to  abate  the  nuisances  within  14  days  were  made  bv  the 
Magistrates  in  two  cases  and  in  7  days  for  the  remaining  three  cases. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  continuance  of  their  confidence 
and  support  ;  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  hearty  assistance  in 
the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  which  devolve  upon  them.
